A confiderable number 
of people were foon colleéted, and thme exertions were made to ‘ftop 
its progrefs, but fo very ineffedtaal, that ia lets than an hour the large 
ftorés of MY ROIS, onthe tole tide of Port-Royal ftreet, were all in 
flames; the roofs of tLote and the adjoining. ttoves bad been covered 
with people, well tupplicd with water, keeping them wet, and extin- 
giithing the {parks and flakes as they happencd to fall; but every cf- 
fort was rendered fFuitlet3, by the injudicioufly blowing up of 4 houfe, 
dire€lly to windward, at the tiine it wad on fire, which immediately ° 
carried the burning roof into the air, and dodged it in innumesable pie- 
ces upon the oppolite buildings. ‘I'he people were by that mott unfor- 
tunate meature coaspelled, for the fcuricy of their lives, to detert the 
hugh roofs of the front houles, and to retire to the. back buildings on 
the wharfs. A dreadful feene was now exhibited, the deltruétion of 
all the wealthy ftores appearing inevitable; for at this very eritical 
time the wind thifting to the wettward, the flames were carried from 
Nix Rofs’s along to. the caftward, with fich inereditle velocity, that 
the inhabitants, who before thought themfelves in fifety, faw their 
itotes Imm edistely In Naines, Without the poffibitity of faving their ef- 
feéts. The fixe foon reached the wharfs,sand raged with inconecivable 
fury amongtt piles of lumber, pitch, tar, and other combuftibles. ‘The 
vellels which hal been at the wharfs afforded a depolit for every fpe- 
cies of merchanditt, which was eazerly crouded on board from the 
neareit ftores; but they were foon obliged to haul off, to avoid being + 
i..vulved in the fame‘tate with the houles : 

it is impoffible to defe,ibe the hoxur which now reigned, from the 
repeated explofions cauled by the biswing up of immicnie piles of build- 
ings, and the ditlradted fituation of the inhabitaiits. Great. were the 
exertions of the navy and army, to whom the thanks of the public are 
juttly due; but thote exertions were fer a long time retarded and_un- 
aided by the Magiltrates, or the iafluence of the people of the greatett 
contequence, almolt all of whom were the immediate proprictors of, 
or intcrefted in the propertics through which the fire was raging ; 
they, their friends and dometlics, were employing the very thort time 
allowed them, in faving their money, books and papers; to that caule 
we matt impnte the indelatigaple endeavours of the gentlemen of the 
navy and army, and the brave men who‘attended them, proving to 
unfuceefsful...Inthe thort fpace of fous-hours, the fire reached from 
Princefs-ftreet to King-itrcet, where it was happily ttopped, confiming 
every thing in the fqnare, formed by King-ttreet, Water-Jane, and the 
harbour, When day cme a dicalful fcene was exhibited; upwards 
ef one hundred houles fill on fire, and in fo thort a {pace’as four 
honrs, to fhe valuc of at leaft fix hundred thoufand pounds deftroyw! 
of hanfes and effedts. ig 3 ; 

The weft end of the town is mich indebted for its fufety to Admiral 
Rowley, who attended in perfon at the bottom of Princefé-ftreet, and 
by the great exertions made there, the fire was prevented from com- 
sunicating to the thades and piles of {pars and lumber on Mr Rofs's 
wharf; had they catched, the King‘s’ otdnance ftores, and all that 
part of the town, mutt inevitably have gone. 

The fire is faid to-have taken its. rife in the houfe of Masry Wett, 
2 fice Quadroon woman; but whether it was occafioned by her care- . 
teflnefs, or that of her neiglibours, is uncertain. 

Fortunately no lives were loft, that ‘have come’to our knowledge, 
excepting that of a negro child, weo had been inhumanly fhackled and 
chained to a polt, in the houfe of Mary Weft, above-mentioned. : 

The following is a lift of the unfortunate fuflerers, with the rate at . 
which the rents were refpedtively charged in the parith books; but 
the rents actually paid by the tenants may be reafonably computed, » 
on an average, at 25 per cent. mwyre, according to which, the real 
Jofs fuftained by the proprietors, appears to be at leaft $218 7. per ann. 
and probably more, as ftore rents in general have of late been confi-
